New Primary Law. 

A dispatch from Frankfort says that 
candidates before the August primary 
have begun to deluge the Attorney Gen- 
eral's department wilh inquiries about 
the primary law. The two questions 
that confused them most are with re- 
gard to the signamres to their petitions 
and the method of voting. Many of ihem 
are in doubl whether they must have 
the signatures or a certain per Cent, of 
the voters in every precinct in their 
counly: They have been informed that 
where the law says a certain 
of the voters in a county, they 
no attention to precinct lines and may 
get their signatures from any part of tbe 
county. These signatures must be se- 
cured not more than 90 nor less than 
days before the primary. Others wish 
to know whether the voters affiliated 
with one party may by writing on their 
ballots vote for a candidate of another 
party, to which the answer is "No." 
The same answer is given to those who 
ask whe.her ihey may write on the 
ballot ihe name of a person other than 
a candidate nominated by petition.

W. 1. Stone, or K Ottawa, has been ap- 
pointed pension agent under the act and 
has put the act into operation. Had 
there been sufficient money in the treas- 
ury to pay the pensions, it is doubtful ir 
the constitutionality of the act would 
ever have
